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A program for establishing a rapprochement with the Yugoslav enigres was 
recently undertaken by the Tito government, 


The emigres were not requested to return to Yugoslavia but only to 
collaborate with national groups, allegedly sponsored by the Yugoslav 
Government, now being formed in foreign countries. 


By joining such groups, and under certain conditions (unspecified), the . 
eunigres may have a part of their confiscated property in Yugoslavia re- 


turned to then, 


The emigres participating in this program will receive regular Yugoslav 
passporta, even though they may already have in their possession Inter~ 
national Red Cross or Nansen passports, 


Adherence to the program will not necessitate the emigres to openly de- 
clare themselves in favor of the Tito regime, particularly if it endan gers 
their position in countries of their current residence. The emigres are 
expected, however, to assiat to their fullest extent: the Yugoslav com- 
mercial and ather installations abroad, 
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
